Two years ago Indonesia’s economic melt down 
led to mass unemployment, wage cuts and food 
price hikes. This crisis unleashed a huge revolt 
against Suharto by students, workers and the 
urban poor, kicking him out and forcing the first 
open elections in over 30 years. 


But that was in some poor, faraway country. 
The banks and gavernments around the world 
decided to buck the market (something they teil 
us is impossible when we're fighting for jobs 
and wages!). The global economy stabilised ... 
for a while. 


Then, last year, the World Trade talks in Seattle were brought down by 
tens of thousands of workers and youth on the streets. The revolt was 
now right on their own doorsteps, in the cities where they bank their 
loot from exploiting our labour all over the world, where they have their 
posh houses and restaurants and private clubs. 


The current roller-coaster frenzy on the stock exchanges means anoth- 
er big shock to the system could be round the comer. 


So far they've managed to keep apart two explosive forces: the new 
generation of courageous, radical youth, and the huge, sleeping poten- 
tial of the organised working class.

That's why New Labour is passing so many laws against freedom of infor- 
mation, against “terrorism” (redefined to mean anyone fighting against injus- 
tice or genocide), against jury trials.

The capitalist system isn’t going to take olf forever into economic boom and 
prosperity. Sooner or later it'll crash. When it does, the bosses will try to 
restore their profits by making us pay for it with mass unemployment and 
poverty. And Tony Blair, Jack Straw and co. will back them 100%. When 
that happens, there is the potential for a real working class explosion of 
anger and we will have a chance to unite the two movements and build truly 
mass actions that will shake capitalism like never before. 


In September, the international Monetary Fund ({MF) and World Bank are 
meeting in Prague in the Czech Republic. They are responsible for choking 
Eastern with debt and devastating rightwing economic policies. 


The hopes for freedom that swept through these countries when the 
Stalinist walis were felled have been dashed. The youth —- who thought 
they'd be living in a Levi's advert, with Walkmans, trainers and a happy-go- 
lucky consumer lifestyle — have woken up. Capitalism promised the pros- 
perity of Western Europe, it delivered the poverty of Western Sahara.

We can organise 
the majority to push through police lines or to not run at a charge, so we 
dictate when and where our demo ends and reaches its goal, not the cops. 





Mass meetings to discuss and agree what we want to achicve on the day 
plus accountable and elected stewards to ensure it is achieved. This is demo- 
cratic organisation, a basic weapon of all oppressed people in struggle. 


Disorganisation is anything but a weapon. It just means a small clique 
controls the actions instead of those who are taking part. The people who 


have to deal with the cops’ violence are left passive and defenceless.

However, this fails to take 
into account the fact that he is 
merely endorsing a Tory program 
taken up by New Labour. 


When in opposition, Labour rightly condemned the 
Tories’ immigration policies, yet as soon as they got 
into power all this changed. They managed to introduce 
even more right wing legislation. The Asylum and 
Immigration Act that became law last November forcibly 
moves refugees around the country, often to areas with 
no immigrant populations and inadequate services, 
such as interpreters. Despite claims to the contrary, 
they are often housed in squalid accommodation that 
would otherwise be unusable. The Act also reduces the 
amount of benefits received to just 80 per cent. And 
they won't be paid in cash,
